Stephen  G.  LaMar,  Director  of  Pub¬ 
licity  at  tho  College,  went  to  Marshall, 
Missiu-ri,  Friday,  October  4,  to  attozd 
tho  annual  session  of  tho  Missouri  Col- 
lego  Newspaper  Association.

Tho  Missouri  Collego  Newspaper  As¬ 
sociation  is  an  organization  of  Univers¬ 
ities  and  Senior  Colloges  in  tho  State  of 
Missouri  having  a  standard  weekly,  bi- 
wookly,  or  monthly  publication. 

The  Association  was  organized  in 
1928  for  tho  purpose  of  the  promotion  of 
Journalism  among  studonts  and  to  raise 
tho  standards  of  collogo  and  university 
publications. 

To  raise  this  standard,  tho  constitu¬ 
tion  of  tho  Missouri  Collogo  Nowspapor 
Association  providos  that  all  mombor 
publications  shall  consist  of  at  lonst 
four  pagos,  four  15-inch  columns  to  the 
pago,  every  issue.

5.  Foaturo  story,  fivo  dollars. 

C.  Poem,  five  dollars. 

7.  Sport  story,  five  dollars.

On  a  fiold  of  mud  covered  with  straw, 
Peru  kicked  off  to  tho  Maryville  Bear¬ 
cats,  starting  tho  gamo  last  Friday  at 
exactly  fifteon  minutes  till  five.  John 
Smith  caught  tho  punt  and  returned  it 
for  about  four  yards.  Then  C.  Smith 
tried  through  center  twice,  going  thru 
on  tho  socond  attempt  for  about  ten 
yards. 

The  Bearcats  were  penalized  for  off-

Twonty-sovcn  pupils  ride  to  school 
in  tlioir  own  cars;  Twolvo  come  in  cars 
with  other  pupils. 

Somo  of  the  pupils  travel  the  Bur¬ 
lington  routo  and  got  to  school  each 
morning  from  Ford  City  on  tho  “Toon- 
orvillo  Trolley.”  Jack  Poo  and  Alice 
Lawson  uso  this  method.  Ono  pupil  rides 
tho  bus. 

Eleven  students  who  livo  in  tho  coun¬ 
try  aro  rooming  in  town.  Of  this  num¬ 
ber  four  do  light  housekeeping,  and 
soven  “board  and  room.” 

An  even  hundred  do  not  take  -  their 
noon  meal  nt  home.  Sixty-eight  bring 
their  lunch  from  homo.  Thirty-two  eat 
downtown. 

And  dad  and  mother  don’t  dish  out 
all  of  tho  spending  money  to  pupils, 
oithcr.  One  little  fellow  in  tho  grades 
saved  $30  this  summer.  Many  of  the 
boys  around  town  mow  yards, *  rake 
leaves,  do  janitor  work,  or  sell  papers. 


Tiio  vocational  ng  boys  each  yenr  mako 
several  hundred  dollars  on  their  pro¬ 
jects.  Many  of  thc  girls  who  live  in  tho 
country  raise  chickens  or  feed  calves 
or  other  livestock  to  fatten  their  bank 
account. 

It  is  a  scramble  oacli  fall  to  get  a 
barn  in  which  to  “park”  ponies  close  j 
to  school.  Owners  of  barns  reap  benc-l 
fits  by  renting  tlicso  barns.  .  I 

Thc  lunch  of  former  days,  which  con-j 
sisted  mostly  of  left-over  biscuits,  made! 
into  cold  pork  sandwiches,  and  an  appldi 
or  two,  is  rapidly  giving  way  to  tho 
warm  lunch.  The  students  who  buy! 
lunches  in  town  spend  on  an  average; 
about  25  cents.  Somo  take  plate  lunches; 
some  sandwiches  nnd  pie.  It  won’t  ho 
long  now  until  chilli  will  bo  ono  of  the. 
main  dishes  on  the  high  school  pupil’s 
lunch  menu. 

Tile  youngsters  get  a  lot  of  kick  out 
of  attending  high  school — but  when  it 
is  16  below  zero  nnd  snow  and  ice 
covers  thc  roads — when  tho  mud  gets 
so  deep  that  even  tho  horses  nearly  Bink 
out  of  sight — or  tho  thermometer  regis¬ 
ters  about  100 — -wel,  maybe  tho  young¬ 
sters  these  diys  do  havo  it  easy  going 
to  school.

College  Instructor 
,  Gives  Monograph 

'  Mr.  ■  Orville  C. ,  Miller,  head  of  the 
Public  Spoaking  Department  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege,’  lias  given  to  tho  Collogo  Library 
ji:  monograph  entitled,  “Sir  Henry  fr¬ 
ying,  tho  Public  Speaker.  ’  ’  This  ar¬ 
ticle  appeared  as  tho  major  article  in 
•the  Juno  numbor  of  tho  Journal  of 
Expression  magazine  which  is  designat¬ 
ed  “The  Irving  Number.” 

Tho  articlo,  a  piece  of  research,  was 
prepared  by  Mr.  Miller,  and  was  pub¬ 
lished  by  tho  University  of  Arkansas, 
Fayetteville,  as  Bulletin  No.  188,  Junior 
Sorles.  Quoting,  in  part,  from  tho  mag¬ 
azine: 

“The  real  purpose  of  this  article  has 
not  been  to  prove  Sir  Henry  Irving,  the 
djoat  actor,  to  bo  a  remarkable  genius 
as  an  orator.  The  aim  has  been,  how¬ 
ever,  to  indicate  that  he  deserves  recog¬ 
nition  ns  a  public  speaker  as  woll  ns 
fame  as  a  great  actor.  Evidence  has 
been  presented  to  rovoal  (1)  that  Ir¬ 
ving’s  personality,  character,  and  back¬ 
ground  of  training  In,  and  for  spooch 
were  such  as  to  give  promiso  of  success 
for  him  as  a  public  speaker,  (2)  that  his 
spoeches  wore  numerous,  variod  in  their 
pircumstances,  and  prompted  by  an  im¬ 
pelling  motive,  (3)  that  Ills  rlietoricul 
1  style  compares  favorably  with  tho  best 
orators  of  his  time,  and  (4)  that  his 
style  of  delivery  and  the  manner  of 
the  reception  of  his  muny  speeches  and 
lectures  clinch  for  him  his  right  to  a 
place  among  public  speakers.  Irving  was 
Jrst  and  always  tho  actor,  but  he  was 
also  a  public  speaker  of  no  mean  abil- 
:ny  and  power,”

Mr.  O.E.  Cook  Talks 
to  Sociology  Class 

“Tlioro  is  no  such  thing  ns  a  natural 
born  criminal,  liar,  or  tliiof,”  declared 
Mr.  O.  E.  Cook,  in  a  talk  boforo  tho 
Collogo  clnsses  in  Social  '  Problems, 
taught  by  O.  Myking  Melius. 

Mr.  Cook,  who  gavo  his  talk  at  tiio 
Collego  October  1,  is  superintendent 
of  tlio  Idaho  State  Industrial  School  nt 
St.  Anthony.  He  is  a  brother  of  Mr. 
T.  II.  Cook,  member  of  tho  College 
faculty. 

‘  ‘  Tendencies  to  do  wrong  como  thru 
social  process,”  Mr.  Cook  said.  “It 
is  tlio  homo  and  homo  conditions  that 
arc  largely  responsible  for  many  of  tho 
problems  today.  Eighty-five  percent  of 
tlio  cases  come  from  broken  homes.  ” 
Mr.  Cook  stated  that  tho  open  dance  I 
hall  is  the  greatest  menace  to  the  Ame¬ 
rican  society  of  today. 

Mr.  Cook  sought  to  impress  the  stud¬ 
ents  with  tlio  fact  that  the  Boy  Scouts, 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  churches  do 
not  carry  their  organization  influences 
whero  most  needed.  There  is  only  one 
boy  in  iris  school,  Mr.  Cook  brought 
out,  who  belongs  to  the  Boy  Scouts. 
Members  of  Boy  Scout  troups  do  not 
become  delinquents  because  the  boys 
who  need  to  be  Scouts  do  not  get  to 
bo,  tho  speaker  added. 

In  tlio  institution  of  which  Mr.  Cook 
spoke,  tho  merit  system  of  discipline  is 
used.  Each  boy  or  girl  must  have  20,000 
merits  to  his  or  her  credit  before  being 
discharged.  By  good  conduct  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  to  earn  thirty  merits  a  day,  Mr. 
Cook  explained.  At  the  end  of  the 
month,  a  bonus  of  one  hundred  merits 
is  given  for  good  behavior,  and  good 
behavior  for  ninety  days  is  rewarded 
by  a”  gift 'of  five  hundred  merits.  Pun¬ 
ishment  .  is  administered  through  tlio 
custom  of  deducting  honor  points  from 
the  pupil’s  total. 

Tho  boys  and  girls  attend  school  one- 
half  day  and  work  tho  remaining  half 
day.  Some  of  tho  work  includes  mason¬ 
ry,  plumbing,  olectrical  work,  tailoring, 
cooking,  shoe  making,  and  dairying. 

There  are  230  boys  and  76  girls  in  the 
school  between  tho  ages  of  eight  and 
eighteen,  Mr.  Cook  stated.  They  aro  sen¬ 
tenced  until  they ‘are  twenty-o'ho’  years 
of  age  and  then  are  automatically  dis¬ 
charged.  Mr.  Cook  expresed  the  belief 
that  the  boyB  and  girls  who  arc  dis¬ 
charged.  Mr.  Cook  expressed  tho  belief 
looked  down  upon,  but  should  be  holped 
jto  become  useful  citizens.
